Cyprus Fuss 
Goes to U.N. 


Policing Sought 
To Curb Fighting 


UNITED NATIONS, 
N. Y. 
(AP)—The Cyprus dispute goes 
before the U.N. Security Coun 
cil today as Britain and the 
United States seek to head off 
m ilitary intervention by Turkey 
and Greece. 
The council debate, requested 
by Britain and Cyprus, was ex­ 
pected to launch negotiations for 
an international force linked to 
the U.N. Its purpose would be 
to prevent another general out­ 
break of fighting between the 
G r e e k and Turkish Cypriot 
communities. 
The United States and Britain 
fear that another serious out­

back up their Cypriot kin. The 
result could be a war between

Eastern 
anchors of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
Archbishop Makarios,

president of Cyprus, 
broadcast an appeal to Turkish

Cypriots

straint. But Makarios warned 
that his government—meaning 
the Greek Cypriots — would 
“not give in to threats, pres­ 
a g e or blackmail.” 
“We shall fight courageously 
and resolutely against the de­ 
signs or attacks on our island,” 
he said.

Costello's 
Deportation 
Overturned 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court overturned to­ 
day an order for deportation of 
Frank Costello, 71-year-old New 
York gambler. 
Justice Stewart delivered the 
6-2 decision. Justice White dis­ 
sented with an opinion in which

Clark 
joined.

Harlan took no part. 
Costello was born in Italy and 
brought to this country when 4 
years old. He was naturalized 
in 1925 but the naturalization 
was canceled in 1959 on the 
ground he obtained citizenship 
by fraud. 
In 1954 Costello was convict­ 
ed of evading income taxes in 
1948 and 1949. He served two 
years in prison. In 1961 he was 
ordered deported as an alien 
convicted of two crimes involv­ 
ing moral turpitude. The U.S.

ruled the two tax convictions 
were such crimes and upheld 
the deportation order. 
Appealing 
to

Court, Costello said the immi­ 
gration law provision involved 
did not apply to him because he 
was a naturalized citizen and 
not an alien at the time of his 
convictions.

Federal Courts 
Given Authority 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court ruled today the 
Constitution 
requires 
“equal 
representation for equal num­ 
bers of people” as a fundamen­ 
tal goal for the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 
The 
decision 
was 
handed 
down in a Georgia congression­ 
al districting case. 
Justice Black, delivering the 
majority opinion, said federal 
courts have authority to look 
into congressional districting. 
“While it may not be possible' 
to draw congressional districts 
with mathematical 
precision,” 
Black said, “that is no excuse 
for ignoring our Constitution’s 
plain objective of making equal 
representation for equal num­ 
bers of people the fundamental 
goal for the House of Repre­ 
sentatives.” 
Justice Harlan, in a dissent­ 
ing opinion, wrote:

The judge claim* 
ed he will not be able to re* 
place Mrs. Ruth Neff, resign­ 
ed juvenile officer, due to this 
decreased budget. 
Clyde M i c h e l , Commission 
chairman, 
said 
the Juvenile 
Court’s appropriation was cut 
$2,200 and the 
Probate 
allow­ 
ance $1,300 in comparison to 
1963 for a total of $3,500. 
He added, however, that the 
Juvenile Court had requested 
$17,000 for 1964, but $12,420 was 
actually appropriated The Com­ 
missioners said J u d g e Cline 
must have based his $6,000 (Mi 
this request.

MICHEL said the Board’s ac­ 
tual cut of $2,200 for the Ju­ 
venile 
operation 
was 
in part 
prompted by a balance in at 
least one of the court’s funds at 
the end of 1963 and the transfer 
of money in another. 
The commissioners also deni­ 
ed Judge C l i n e ’ s claim that 
sufficient money had not been 
allotted to replace Mrs. Neff. 
They said their appropriation 
for 1964 allowed $3,420 for a ju 
venile officer’s salary, the same 
amount that was approved for 
last year.

Justice Stewart, 
in a brief 
separate opinion, said he joined 
Harlan’s dissent. He expressed 
belief Harlan had “unanswera­ 
bly 
demonstrated” 
that 
the 
Constitution “gives no mandate 
to this court or to any court to 
ordain that congressional d i s- 
tricts within each state must be 
equal in population.” 
Two Fulton County (Atlanta) 
citizens 
asked 
the 
Supreme 
Court to require a redrawing of 
Georgia congressional districts. 
Their appeal gave the high 
tribunal its first chance to deal 
with the congressional district­ 
ing problem since its decision 
in 1962 in a Tennessee case. 
The Supreme Court then ruled 
that districting of state legisla­ 
tures was subject to review by 
federal courts. 
The question whether federal 
courts have authority to rule

Now, not six months later, 
Mrs, Ruth Neff has notified 
county officials that she is re­ 
signing for basically the same 
reason. 
The work of a juvenile officer 
requires intelligence, tact, dill 
fence and untiring concern for 
the unlovable child — the child 
whose parents frequently could 
not care less about him. It de­ 
mands that the officer be on 24- 
hour call. There is no such 
thing as an 8-hour day. 
Besides this, there is the con­ 
stant heartbreak in dealing with 
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children, who, for m a n y ra i­ 
sons, have n e v e r been able 
to adjust to daily situations in 
which they find themselves. It 
takes more than just an ordin­ 
ary person to fill this job spe­ 
cification. 
Yet knowing how hard it is 
to find persons who are interest­ 
ed, who do care and who are 
conscientious in their wane, the 
Board of County Commissioner? 
a r e 
apparently 
unconcerned 
that two such superior workers 
have sought other occupations 
— not because the work 
is 
hard and thankless, but be­ 
cause they are in no w a y be­ 
ing paid what their services are 
worth to the County of Picka­ 
way.

Which costs more — paying a

Look at the mess that the Sta- 
linization of R u s s i a n farm­ 
ing has brought about! S o m e 
ninety - five percent of the total 
usable acreage in Russia is 
farmed by collectivist practices. 
The peasants, fighting a defen­

right to a little less than fivt 
per cent of the land for private 
plots. Yet out of these private 
plots there comes almost half 
the green vegetables, half the 
meat and milk, sixty per cent of 
the potatoes, and three • fourths 
of the eggs that are consumed 
by two hundred million people. 
The peasant tends his garden 
with love wherever the bureau­ 
crat leaves him alone. But the 
collective and state farms have 
gone from bad to worse, and 
now, for lack of fed, the pea­ 
sants are once again slaughter 
iog pigs. 
The 
best 
agricultural 
ma 
chinery has been committd to 
the so - called “ virgin lands'* 
of Central Asia, but nature in 
this region is “ agin” anything 
except g r a z i n g . Wheat pro­ 
duction on the virgin lands has 
declined year by year since 
1956. Meanshile, on the g o o d 
wheat lands of the Ukraine and 
elsewhere, the second - rate ma­ 
chinery has gone to p i e c e s . 
And the spade parts necessary 
to renovate tractors and har­ 
vesters haven’t been available. 
Reaching wildly for one last 
panacea, Khrushchev has de­ 
cided that c h e m i c a l ferti­ 
lizers are the answer. But the 
c h e m i c a l fertilized require­ 
ments for an agriculture that 
dispenses 
with 
crop r o t a - 
tion and the maintenance of 
enough pasture lands to supply 
animal manures are staggering. 
Khrushchev, as the big agri­ 
cultural policy meeting in the 
Kremlin gets u n d e r way, has 
set a chemical fertilizer produc­ 
tion target of 24 million tons for 
1964. But he needs at least 70 
million tons if Russia is to feed 
itself. 
A 
chemical Industry takes 
years to mature, as the history 
of the United States between 
1920 and 1950 proves. It de­ 
mands a stretching of basic 
supplies of iron and other min­ 
erals merely to get the raw ma­ 
terials for machinery. Some­ 
thing in Russia will have to give 
— let us say military tanks, 
missile manufacturing machin­ 
ery, locomotives, freight cars 
and all the other things needed 
for an industrial civilization. 
Russia could still surmount 
its troubles if it only had the 
elasticity to forget ideology and 
let the peasant revert to his 
status under Lenin’s New Eco­ 
nomic Policy of the Twenties. 
It could be an easy decision for 
Khrushchev; after all, he could 
make it the final gesture in his 
repudiation of Stalin.

Recent months have witnes­ 
sed the remarkable transplant­ 
ations of kidneys, lungs and 
even the liver. The daring and 
ingenious attempts at t r a n s ­ 
plantation even included im­ 
planting the kidneys of a chim­ 
panzee in a human. Dr. Keith 
Reemstma and a team of sur­ 
geons at Tulane Medical School 
in New Orleans attempted this 
unique life-saving operation aft­ 
er other experts had establish­ 
ed the groundwork for success. 
Many difficulties of immuni­ 
zation and rejection of other 
transplants w e r e studied by 
teams of specialists in 
every 
field of medicine, in order to 
make transplants survive. 
Research in cancer ceaseless­ 
ly progressed, exploring every 
lead that suggests the 
possi­ 
bility of cure. Finely specializ­ 
ed techniques of X-Ray exam­ 
ination of the breast have been 
of tremendous value in the ear­ 
ly detection and cure of cancer. 
Mammography (X-Ray of t h e 
soft tissue of the breast) is now 
universally used to augment all 
other methods of dignosis.

For the year as a whole the 
United States had a deficit of 
$3.02 billion. 
In the second half, the deficit 
was at an annual rate of $1.6 
billion, the lowest since the bal­ 
ance of paymenta began to be 
a serious problem in 1958. 
Reasons given for the im­ 
provement were reduced net 
purchases of foreign securities 
and a spurt in exports, particu­ 
larly agricultural products to 
both Communist and noncom- 
munist countries. 
The Commerce Department 
also reported that inventories 
rose only slightly in December 


from November and that total 
business sales climbed to a rec­ 
ord. 
Inventories gained $80 million 
to a total of $102.75 billion 
against an increasa of $790 mil­ 
lion in November. 
Sales in December totaled 
$68.96 billion, up from $67.19 bil­ 
lion in November. 
Automobile production dipped 
during the week to an estimated 
164,900 passenger 
cars from 
188,360 the previous week but 
was well ahead of the 149,392 
built a year ago. 
Chrysler Corp., last of the Big 
Three automakers to announce 
1963 sales and earnings, joined 
General Motors Corp. and Ford 
Motor Co. in reporting a record 
year. 
Chrysler earned $161.6 mil­ 
lion, equal to $4.35 a share, 
compared with $65.4 million, or 
$1.81 a share. Sales climbed to 
$3.5 billion from $2.37 billion. 
Steel mills turned out during 
the week 2.22 million tons of in­ 
gots, up 3,000 tons from th# pre­ 
vious week and the highest 
weekly level since last June 29.

WASHINGTON (AP)—At age 
5 the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA) 
has the solar system for a play­ 
pen and dollars for building 
blocks. 
No one denies NASAs accom­ 
plishments in placing satellites 
into orbit or that the man in­ 
space program was a tremen­ 
dous achievement. 
But there is a continuing offi­ 
cial 
concern 
in 
Washington 
about NASAs high cost. 
By 1970 NASA will have spent 
at the current rate somewhere 
between $35 and $50 billion in 
establishing U.S. pre-eminence 
in space, a program which en­ 
visions a maimed landing on the 
moon. 
The space agency was formed 
in October 1958 out of the old 
National 
Advisory 
Committee 
for Astronautics. In its first five 
years NASAs budget has ex­ 
panded from $348 million to $5.1 
billion, and the agency is ask­ 
ing for $5.3 billion for fiscal 
1965. 
In that same period NASA has 
announced three major reorgan­ 
izations, each designed to tight­ 
en administrative control. 
NASA has approximately 32,- 
000 employes. It pays the high­ 
est salaries of any federal agen­ 
cy and has more people—349— 
in appointive jobs paying $16,500 
. to $21,000 annually than any 
other two federal agencies. 
In the 1963 session Congress 
cut NASAs budget requests by 
-$600 million dollars. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice, Congress 
overseer 
of 
spending 
has 
reported 
that 
’NASA contributed to the wast­ 


age of about $100 million in con­ 
nection with the Centaur rocket 
and the Advent satellite pro­ 
gram. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice released a report last Oc­ 
tober whifch said a miscalcula­ 
tion about the weight the Cen­ 
taur could lift had forced can­ 
cellation of the Defense Depart­ 
ments Advent program. 
Beyond this, NASA has had 
some expensive failures. 
Six of the Ranger shots, de­ 
signed to send operating televi­ 
sion cameras to the moon, have 
failed. Each failure has cost 
around $18 million. .« 
Then there was Mariner I 
which was to investigate the at­ 
mosphere around Venus. Fail­ 
ure to insert a hyphen in the 
guidance formula, so NASA has 
said, caused the rocket to veer 
off course. It was 
destroyed. 
Cost: $20 million. 
The year-by-year record es­ 
tablished by NASA shows that 
the space agency has yet to 
complete a major program on 
schedule or at the original cost 
estimate. 
NASA explains the cost in­ 
crease by saying: “During its 
first five years NASA achieved 
success more rapidly than had 
been hoped, but the price of suc­ 
cess was much higher than had 
been 
anticipated. 
This 
was 
largely due to lack of prior ex­ 
perience. 
As 
for the 
schedule lags, 
NASA says: “In attempting to 
do something which has never 
been done before, you cannot 
escape the necessity for estab­ 
lishing goals which are some­ 
times bas Mi on insufficient in­ 
formation.

NEW YORK (AP) — Teen­ 
agers dig Beethoven as well as 
the Beatles, Maetsro Leopold 
Stokowski set out to prove here. 
And he did it, too. 
Stokowski directed the Amer­ 
ican Symphony Orchestra in 
Carnegie Hall with about 3,000 
young men and women present 
some loaded down with Beat- 
le wigs, banners and transistor 
radios with ear plugs, tuned in 
to recordings of Britain’s mop 
haired quartet, who a few days 
ago set up a storm in the same 
hall. 
The maestro interrupted his 
musical 
program, 
featuring 
Beethoven, with a question and 
answer period. The discussion 
theme was the Beatle rock ver­ 
sus longhair music. 
“You — the little blonde over 
there — why do you like those 
four boys?” Stokowski asked. 
“Well, I like the way they 
moved their heads,” she re­ 
plied. 
Asked Stokowski: “How can 
ou girls say you like the Beat 
e music when you make so 
much noise you can’t hear them 
perform?”

Harry S. Truman “reluctantly 
approved this opinion 
“ Strangely enough,” Murphy 
writes, “nobody, either military 
or civilian, mentioned that the 
United States government in 
1948 possessed a growing stock­ 
pile of atomic bombs, while Rus­ 
sia had none yet. 
The article by Murphy, who 
has retired, is a condensation 
from his book, “Diplomat Amon 
Warriors,” to be published this 
month by Doubleday & Co., Inc

Controversial Stage Play 
Is Readied for Broadway

NEW YORK (AP) — “The 
Deputy,” a play that has incit- 
•d cheers, catcalls and commo­ 
tion all over Europe, is being 
readied for Broadway, and pro- 
ducer-director Herman Shumlin 
is ready for almost anything. 
“ I know there will be great 
antagonism,” he says, “but I 
know we are doing something 
important, valid and exciting for 
the theater.” 
Starring Emlyn Williams and 
Jeremy Brett, the exhibit »s 
scheduled to premier at the At­ 
kinson on Feb. 26. 
Already 
some 
Jewish 
and 
Catholic groups have protested 
presentation of the drama that 
criticizes Pope Pius XII, alleg­ 
ing he did not speak out against 
Hider s annihilation of millions 
of Jews during World War II. 
“Only those who haven’t seen 
it or read it are against it,” 
Shumlin 
asserts. 
“This is 
a 
play about silence — the silence 
of all of us. And I mean me.” 
Turbulance has marked the 
play’s course since it opened in 
Berlin a year ago. An uproar af 
protest 
ensued. 
Spectators 
hurled rotten eggs at the cast 
when it was done in Basel. 
Pickets paraded at its London 
debut. 
The fiercest reaction devel­ 
oped in Paris, where intransi 
gent 
members 
of 
audiences 
broke up several performances 
by 
shouting 
insults, 
blowing 
whistles and jumping on the 
stage to wrestle with the actors. 
A dozen other cities get produc­ 
tions in 1964. 
Pope Paul VI has criticized it; 
Albert Schweitzer and Pastor 
Martin Niemoller are among its 
supporters. 
“You can measure the impor­ 
tance of a play by the amount of 
controversy it creates,” declares 
Shumlin, a chunkily-built, bald 
veteran 
of 
many 
Broadway 
campaigns. 
“I am a man who takes the 
world seriously and I take the 
theater seriously. I believe with 
Shaw that the theater is the fore­ 
most pulpit in the world from 
which to speak. 
“The place where too many 
Catholics are offended is in the 
actual presentation of Pius XII 
on stage. They wouldn’t mind if 
this Pope had died 200 years ago. 
No one objects to references to 
a Pope in ‘Luther’ or in ‘A Man 
For All Seasons.” 
The pontiff appears in only one 
scene of the original, but a read­ 
ing of the full-length work — to 
be published here by Grove 
Press — discloses

emphasis on the Holy See policy 
in 1942. 
“Why is there not a single 
word heard from the only man 
in Europe still free today from 
any taint of propaganda: The 
Pope,” one character asks ear­ 
ly in the action.

a young priest based upon two 
German clerics of World War II, 
declares: 
“A deputy of Christ who sees 
these things and nonetheless per­ 
mits reasons of state to seal his 
lips — who wastes even one 
day in thought, hesitates even 
an hour to lift his anguished 
voice in one anathema to chill 
the blood of every last man on 
earth — that Pope is . . . a 
criminal.” 
At the drama's end the priest 
accompanies a group of Jews to 
the furnaces of Auschwitz. 
Says Shumlin: “The Pope is 
only a symbol — he is repre­ 
sentative of the silence of every­ 
one in those days. 
“If the play only reminded us 
that we failed as human beings 
then, I don’t think I’d do i t 
“But I hope this play will 
make people say — such silence 
is true even today. We’ve all 
taken the easy way in the prob­ 
lems that face our world — and 
we need to be awakened to our 
responsibility.”

These Inclu de colorfu l cu t p ile 
mats bonded to ru bber bases 
w'hich absorb water and dirt 
and fortu nately are machine- 
washable. Ribbed p lastic mats 
are also effectiv e and can be 
bou ght in sq u ares or by t h e 
y ard.

Window sills catch du st that 
filters

screens 
and 
ev en the gentlest breeze carries 
it into the hou se. The little ef­ 
fort needed to k eep these areas 
clean will p ay off and y ou r 
home’s du st q u otient will be 
greatly redu ced. 
Tak e a 
su dsy sp onge a nd 
swab radiators, baseboards and 
window sills freq u ently . A ru l­ 
er wrap p ed in a su dsy cloth 
gets into the op enings of v enti­ 
lator lou v ers. 
Mu ch of the soil damage from 
grease-laden air that emanates 
from 
the k itchen 
can be con­ 
trolled by hav ing a hood ov er 
the k itchen range or a p rop er 
ly - installed v entilating fan. 
Both hood and fan shou ld be 
washed 
regu larly , 
u sing 
hot 
su ds to 
remov e 
the

film. Be su re to rinse and wip e 
these su rfaces

er Newbold Morris. 
The p lan, also su bmitted to 
other city officials and sev eral 
civ ic grou p s, was p rop osed by 
Newton Glek el, a New Y o r k 
bu sinessman who p ioneered the 
dev elop ment 
of mobile 
class­ 
rooms. Glek el said the p lans 
wou ld increase the attractiv e­ 
ness and u sefu lness of the city ’s 
p ark s for the p eop le 
o f N e w 
York by offering them a new 
and imp ortant facility . 
The p lan calls for the instal­ 
lation of relocatable, comp act 
libraries in the p ark s, stock ed 
with a cross-section of cu rrent 
literatu re and book s chosen with 
sp ecial e m p h a s i s 
on 
the 
area to be serv ed. 
"In the face of New 
Y o r k 
City ’s growing p op u lation, it is 
imp ortant that we try to mak e 
u se, in ev ery way p ossible, of 
ou r fu ll recreational 
and cu l­ 
tu ral resou rces,” Glek el said. 
"Offering New York ers a new 
fu nctional 
meaning 
in 
their 
p ark sy stem will help attract 
a growing nu mber of them into 
the p ark s. It will offer ou r in­ 
creasing stu dent p op u lation an 
attractiv e area for stu dy ing and 
earning. 
"This p rogram will mak e the 
p ark a center of activ ity for 
the v ast majority of conscien­ 
tiou s y ou ngsters of ou r 
city , 
rather than a gathering p lace 
for difficu lt or p roblem children. 
"Let me emp hasize,” Glek el 
continu ed, "we do not wish to 
destroy or intru de on any of the 
natu ral or w ildlife areas y et re­ 
maining in ou r p ark s bu t rather 
wou ld work with those cu lti­ 
v ated and tended areas that al­ 
ready inclu de walk s, benches 
and other facilities. 
"It wou ld establish for New 
York ers an area of cu ltu re and 
stu dy ak in to that of Athens, 
of the ancient world, where the 
y ou th stu died and learned ou t­ 
doors, in p u blic p laces.” 
The l i b r a r y installations 
wou ld 
be 
attractiv e, 
mobile 
u nits, similar in design and con- 
tru ction to mobile classrooms 


and other mobile edu cational 
facilities recently introdu ced In 
school sy stems arou nd the cou n­ 
try . 
The low-cost, p ock et library 
wou ld offer shelf sp ace for an 
ex tensiv e collection of book s, 
serv ing thou sands of p eop le a 
day .

featu res. 
Glek el has sent to the may or 
and Commissioner Morris draw­ 
ings of the p rop osed installa­ 
tions.

Combat Dust, 
Dirt from 
Two Sources 


By ELEANOR ROSS 
T h e 
meticulous, 
dedicated 
homemaker m u s t sometimes 
feel that she spends the best 
years of her life with a d u s t - 
cloth in one hand and a mop in 
the other. 
As soon as she cleans the 
house, more dust moves in and 
settles down. The frustrating 
question is: where does it come 
from? 
Actually, from two sources — 
outside and inside! Next time 
you clean house, keep right on 
going — out the front door and 
the back door — because much 
of the dirt that is carried 
or 
blown into the 
house 
comes 
from p o r c h , walks, garage, 
driveway and patio. 
These areas should be swept 
clean — even scrubbed with 
suds, then hosed down where 
they are 
adjacent ta o p e n 
windows. 
The less dirt you allow on 
outside entrances, the less you 
will have to combat indoors. 
Provide door mats and shoe 
scrapers to spare the carpeting 
and floors. 
Rough fiber mats are excel 
lent jutside the doors, and can 
be occasionally scrubbed clean 
with soap or detergent suds. 
The more decorative mats, o 4 
c o u r s e , look 
better inside. 
These Include colorful cut pile 
mats bonded to rubber bases 
which absorb w ater and dirt 
and fortunately are machine- 
washable. Ribbed plastic mats 
are also effective and can be 
bought in squares or by t h e 
yard. 
It’s a good idea, too, to sup­ 
ply the family with disposable 
plastic boots for gardening, car 
washing 
and 
other 
outside 
chores. 
Place some kind of 
container handy Inside the front 
and back doors, so muddy boots 
md rubbers can be deposited 
v^iere they will do the least 
harm. 
When you have taken precau 
tions against dust from the out­ 
side, turn your attention to the 
dust collectors that often go un­ 
noticed inside the house. As an 
experiment, nm your fingers 
across radiator tops, along the 
louvers of the warm - air ven­ 
tilators, around the baseboards 
and over the window sills. 
Even though you are sure 
you did a thorough cleaning 
job earlier in the day, chances 
are these “dustbins” were neg- 
ected. If 
so, they 
will inevi 
tably dispense an unsightly film 
all over everything in the room. 
Heating outlets are especially 
prone to circulate dust. As they 
receive heat from the furnace 
warm air rises, and it carries 
the dust upward. 
Window sills catch dust that 
Alters 
through 
screens 
and 
even the gentlest breeze carries 
it into the house. The little ef­ 
fort needed to keep these areas 
clean will pay off and your 
home’s dust quotient will be 
greatly reduced. 
Take a sudsy sponge a n d 
swab radiators, baseboards and 
window sills frequently. A rul­ 
er wrapped in a sudsy cloth 
gets into the openings of venti 
lator louvers. 
Much of the soil damage from 
grease-laden air that emanates 
from 
the kitchen 
can be con­ 
trolled by having a hood over 
the kitchen range or a proper 
ly - installed ventilating fan. 
Both hood and fan should be 
washed 
regularly, 
using 
hot 
suds to 
remove 
the 
grease 
film. Be sure to rinse and wipe 
these surfaces 
dry, 
so 
that 
more dust won’t cling to the 
damp metal.

Outdoor Reading

NEW YORK — A program de­ 
signed to increase the use of 
many of New York City’s 495 
parks by converting tree-shad­ 
ed areas into outdoor reading 
and study centers has been pro­ 
posed to Mayor Robert F. Wag­ 
ner Jr., and Park Commission­ 
er Newbold Morris. 
The plan, also submitted to 
other city officials and several 
civic groups, was proposed by 
Newton Glekel, a New Y o r k 
businessman who pioneered the 
development 
of mobile 
class­ 
rooms. Glekel spid the plans 
would increase the attractive­ 
ness and usefulness of the city’s 
parks for the people of N e w 
York by offering them a new 
and important facility. 
The plan calls for the instal­ 
lation of relocatable, compact 
libraries in the parks, stocked 
with a cross section of current 
literature and books chosen with 
special 
e m p h a s i s 
on the 
area to be served. 
“ In the face of New Y o r k 
City’s growing population, it is 
important that we try to make 
use, in every way possible, of 
our full recreational 
and cul­ 
tural resources,” Glekel said. 
“Offering New Yorkers a new 
functional 
meaning 
in 
their 
park system will help attract 
a growing number of them into 
the parks. It will offer our in­ 
creasing student population an 
attractive area for studying and 
learning. 
“This program will make the 
park a center of activity for 
the vast majority of conscien­ 
tious youngsters 
of our city, 
rather than a gathering place 
for difficult or problem children. 
“Let me emphasize,” Glekel 
continued, “we do not wish to 
destroy or intrude on any of the 
natural or wildlife areas yet re­ 
maining in our parks but rather 
would work with those culti­ 
vated and tended areas that al­ 
ready include walks, benches 
and other facilities. 
“ It would establish for New 
Yorkers an area of culture and 
study akin to that of Athens. 
of the ancient world, where the 
youth studied and learned out­ 
doors, in public places.” 
The l i b r a r y installations 
would be 
attractive, 
mobile 
units, similar in design and con- 
truction to mobile classrooms 


and other mobile educational 
facilities recently introduced in 
school systems around the coun­ 
try. 
The low-cost, pocket library 
would offer shelf space for an 
extensive collection of books, 
serving thousands of people a 
day. The design would include 
blending indoors-with - outdoors 
and offer simple 
maintenance 
features. 
Glekel has sent to the mayor 
and Commissioner Morris draw 
ings of the proposed installa­ 
tions. The mobile library units 
would be 20 by 50 feet in size 
They would be moved into post 
tion on their own wheel assemb­ 
lies and then placed on the site. 
They could easily be moved 
to a new site or converted into 
other uses to fulfill 
different 
needs that may arise, 
Glekel 
said.
